Xow that we have developed 
engines that will drive a plane through 
The air at a speed of more than 5 1-3 miles 
a minute, we should turn our resources to 
building planes that are foolproof and 
capable of remaining aloft under any 
and all conditions.

Of tho 70 largest Wisconsin high 


schools, only 22 had faculty 
women 


advisors to girls in l'J20. In Janes- 
ville, Lu Crosse,,.Madison, Marlncttc, 
Oshkosh, Sheboygan, and Superior the 
title dean of, girls is given to tho ad- 
visors. Tho title is girls' advisor In 
tho high shools of Shawano, Wauwa- 
tosa, Waukesha and Watertown. 


In Racine the secretary to the prin- 


cipal performs the duties of counseling 
tho girls. Advisory work is done by 
tho advisor to the girl's league 
in 


Wausau and Berlin, 
while assistant 


principals in Fond du Lac, Madison 
East, and New Richmond high schools 
also are advisors to girls. 


Heavy teaching work on the part of 


these "school mothers" does not al- 
low them sufficient time for their ad- 
visory duties, Mrs. Stehn found. 


Mrs. 
Stehn contends that the prac 


tice of giving disciplinary power to the 


advisors Is wrong. Sho maintains that 
drastic action of disciplinary nature 
should bo tho result of decision by 
a, 
discipline 
committee, 
with 
the 


advisor acting as attorney 
for the 


girl. 


Her study showed that 10 of the 22 


advisors handle discipline cases alone: 
5 have nothing to do with discipline: 
and that 7 worked with the principal 
or the committee. 


Vocational guidance and 
follow-up 


work obviously should be one of the 
major functions of a dean of girls but 
Mrs. Stehn found that only two ad- 
visors compiled vocational 
guidance 


information, and only three did any 
follow-up work at all.

"Our state, her school boards, and 


superintendents, need to be aroused to 
tho far-reaching- possibilities of ad- 
visory work in the schools. In this 
educational project Wisconsin is not 
pioneer," Mrs. Stehn concludes.

lar prices characaterized the butter, 
cheese, hogs and cattle markets of the 
week, it is revealed in the weekly 
review of the state denartment of mar- 
kets. 


The review said that butter was ir- 


regular, cheese trading slow, hog 
prices strengthened and cattle prices 
declined. 
The department 
of mar- 


kets summary follows: 


The nervousness which characteriz- 


ed the butter markets during the 
month of October continued to prevail 
during the past week. 
The niarket 


was irregular. There was a fair de- 
mand for fancy butter followed 
by 


close clearance. Medium scores and un- 
dergrades were freely offered without 
interesting- buyers and showed some ac 
cumulation- Car market trading was 
dull. Butter prices are one-half cent 
higher than last year at this time. 


Trading- on the cheese markets -was 


slow with most buyers purchasing- for 
current needs. Weather conditions 
during- the past week were reported as 
ideal-. 
Mild temperatures 
prevailed 


and conditions were favorable to pro- 
duction. Receipts at Wisconsin -ware- 
houses the last three weeks exceeded 
the receipts of corresponding weeks in 
1926. Government reports state that 
this trend will possibly be continued 
while favorable conditions exist but 
th'at it is doubtful if the total receipts 
for ins year will equal those of 1926. 
Cheese prices are two and one-quar- 
ter cents higher than last year 
at 


this tune. 


A marked decrease in "hog supplies 


strengthened the market and resulted 
in considerable prices advances. At 
the close of the week values on the 
better grade hogs were twenty-five to 
thirty-five cents higher than the pre- 
vious week, pigs thirty-five 
to fifty 


cents higher and packing sows fifty 
to sixty-five cents higher. Prices are
